Like some grim monster seeking 
whom he might cause trouble, Rev- 
enue Agent Frank A. Lucas haunted 
the county clerk's office for a week 
and a half waiting for his victims to 
whom he had sent notices to come in 
and pay alleged back taxes. Many 
f them came and handed over their 
little wad of greenbacks for econo- 
my's sake, but about 175, backed by 
the opinion of Auditor Hager, re- 
fused to come down with the spon- 
dulix until the question of Lucas' 
authority to collect goes through the 
courts. 

Before leaving Mr. Lucas paid 
over to the sheriff $694'due the coun- 
ty as its share of the collections 
made by him. He also filed suits to 
the number of about 175 for taxes 
on mortgages not given in to the 
county assessor for several years 
past. 

We learn that a member of the 
legal fraternity of this city disagrees 

th Auditor Hager as to Mr. Lucas' 
authority to collect taxes on mort- 
gages and that the court of appeals 
some time since handed down an 
opinion in the matter, ii) which it 
affirmed that a deputy has a right to 
assess under special orders from the 
State auditor only, but has no right 
to collect save where he has secured 
a judgment in court for the State. 
One of our statutory lawyers, who 
has had occasion to look carefully 
into the matter, gives it as his opin- 
ion that Mr. Lucas had no right to 
make the collecfions he received 
here, as the law says only the sheriff 
shall make collections for taxes. The 
law in the state in regard to the 
collection of taxes on mortgages 
seems to be very unjust, as in many 
instances both mortgagee and mort- 
gagor pay tax on the same proper- 
ty—of course a double tax. The 
General Assembly should afford a 
remedy.

carefully for any signs of ailment, but 
as they continued to do well, 1 turned 
them out into a pasture which had 
been fenced with six feet of stout wov- 
en-wlre fencing, on purpose for them. 
They ate a considerable quantity of 
grass, but came to me readily when I 
appeared with the milk bottles. They 
were so tame by this time, that they 
would allow me to sit aatrlde their 
backs as they took their food. In or- 
der to see If they would suck the 
cow, I took her Into the same pasture 
with them. They were quite willing, 
but the old cow, who had parted with 
her calf some time before, would have 
nothing to do with them. 

Soon after this. I got two patent calf- 
feeders, one with the nipple hanging 
below, and the other with the nipple 
at the end of a horizontal rod. It did 
not take the calves three minutes to 
learn what these were for, and they 
would take their food from either 
feeder impartially. 

Thus encouraged, I telephoned to 
Morrison that I was ready for the oth 
or two calves, and the next day I drove 
across Croydon mountain, to help to 
catch them. I selected a little heifer 
calf two weeks old, and a frisky little 
bull only ten days old. We were more 
experienced now. and captured these 
two with a deal less trpuble and dan 
ger than had attended our first at- 
tempt. They arrived at Sunsit Ridge 
that night, and the taming of the sec- 
ond installment began. 

After they had become fairly calm, 
and would allow me to approach, with- 
out butting or dashing themselves 
against the walls of the pen. I decid- 
ed to let them out of the barn into 
a small pasture adjoining the one in 
which the other calves were kept. Un- 
fortunately, this enclosure had not 
been made with the consideration for 
the peculiarities of buffalo calves, and 
the result was a serious accident. 
The pasture consisted of two open 
spaces connected by a narrow strip of 
ground, with a fence on each side. Soon 
after the calves had been put into it, 
I went out with a bottle of milk to feed 
them as usual. I approached them 
along the narrow strip Bpoken of 
above, and the little heifer, in a mo- 
ment of nervousness, slipped past me. 
Now, there is, in buffaloes of all ages, 
a very strong tendency to stick to- 
gether, and seldom is a buffalo content- 
ed If separated from his companions. 
Where others of his kind are, there he 
will go if It is possible to reach them. 
This tendency at once exerted itself 
in the young bull, and ho made a furi- 
ous dash past me In order to rejoin 
the heller. But, In passing, he tried 
to swing too wide, and in doing so, 
dashed into a fence post, and fell 
stunned aln

The cut of sugar pine lumber in Cali- 
fornia has increased from 55,000,000 
board feet In 1900 to 120,000,000 feet in 
1904, and it la estimated that there are 
25.000,000,000 feet of it still standing. 

Sugar pine does not form extensive 
forests by resell, as the white pine of the 
east once did, but grows with western 
yellow pine, white fir, incense cedar and 
the "big trees." In northern California 
It Is found at altitudes between 2,000 and 
6,000 feet above the sea. and in southern 
California at altitudes between 5,000

Bureau of forestry studies made of its 
manner of growth indicate that this is 
entirely possible. A second growth of 
sugar pine may easily be secured by 
affording the forests in which the oil 
trees are found reasonable protection, 
and by giving the young growth some 
in Its Btruggle with the more vlgor- 
corupeting species. i 



Discipline in Germany^ 
The eccentricities peculiar to >me of 
Germany's soldiers are obviously not II 
to be found between the covers of Li '* 
Bliss's "novel with a purpose." We 
learn from Cologne, "the city of one 
scent and a thousand smells," that an 
artillery officer, tried by court-martial 
at Strasburg, has been sentenced to five 
months' imprisonment and reduction In 
rank, less punishment, by the way, 
than was meted out to the book-writ- 
ing lieutenant, as a reward for bis in- 
genuity in inventing a new disciplinary 
measure. This was known as "reform 
by the nose," and was carried out by the 
officer seizing the noses of his men anil 
twisting them. The cries of the victims 
were smothered— by order— by their 
comrades, who had to sing patriotic 
songs while the "reform" was put Into 
force. Ironically enough, this gained 
the company the nickname of "the Jolly 
■quad."
